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Cop detail pay: 
State’s highest? 


By Don Staruk 

The new police patrolmen’s contract 
pushes the detail pay for Andover police offi- 
cers working road jobs higher than any oth- 
er towns around, and possibly in the state. 

Effective July 6, Andover lieutenants 
directing traffic for road work or other such 
details will be paid $49.94 an hour. Sergeants 
will be paid $38.88 an hour and patrolmen 
Will get $85 an hour. 

Those rates are only new for patrolmen, 
who signed a contract last month after going 
three years without one. Their previous rate 
was $29 an hour. The higher rates for 
sergeants and lieutenants have remained the 
same since they were set in 1990, according 
to Rod Smith, town accountant. 

“They've been getting the same rate for 
three years now,” Mr. Smith said this week. 

Andover’s detail rates compare to average 
rates of $26 for state police and $22 for local 
police in Massachusetts, according to a 
recent study by the state Department of Pub-

might not have had. 
It also affords them 
an opportunity to 
ask questions and 
share concerns. 

According to the 
hospital, prenatal 
tests and even the 
childbirth philoso- 
phies practiced 
today are alien to 
new grandparents.

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“It’s all over the world.” said Wil 
Spangenberger of Andover, the coordi 


nator of registration and distribution 

for the Andover branch. “It’s spreading 

throughout the United States.” 
SHARE-New England was founded 


in April of 1991. Since that time it has 
grown more than 1000 percent, and in 
April of this year SHARE-New England 


dished out more than 700,000 pounds of 


food to New England communities, 
according to a newsletter. 

Mr. Spangenberger was involved 
with the beginning of the SHARE host 
organization in Andover over a year 
ago. The host organization is Andover 
Commons on Railroad Street, where 
Mr. Spangenberger and his wife, Gen, 
live. 

The owner of Andover Commons, 
and other commons thought that 
SHARE was a great idea and could ben 
efit residents, according to Mr. Span- 
genberger. 

“Mr. Cocheran donated $1000 repre- 
senting each common,” said Mr. Span- 
genberger, “one thousand dollars for 
each one” to help the program get start- 
ed. 

“A representative came to the 
Andover Commons and they showed 
us a VHS tape and then gave us a talk 
and showed us the program,” he said. 
“My wife and I thought it was a great 
idea.” 

Since that time, the Andover 
SHARE program has grown attract- 
ing people from other communities 
and the Spangenberger family has 
become more involved. 

“T myself helped to get a satellite 
organization started in Merrimack and 
Derry, N.H.,” Mr. Spangenberger said. 

Many people from those communi- 
ties would have to come to Andover to 
get the food. Unfortunately, Haverhill 
residents still have to make the trek as 
they have been unable to find a place 
willing to serve as a distribution site. 

The nearest SHARE food storage 
warehouse is in Canton, and the mem- 
bers of Andover’s SHARE each pay an 
extra dollar so that Mr. Spangenberg- 
er’s son’s truck can be used to go pick 
up the food. 

“The food was worth it,” he said. 
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State program trades labor for groceries

Currently, according to Mr. Spangen- 
berger, SHARE is “looking for a satel- 
lite warehouse.” 

Although the number of commons 
and Andover residents taking part in 
the program was originally larger, 
over time the number of people benefit- 
ing from the idea has withered a bit. 

“Tt started out we had a lot more,” he 
said. 

But many of those at the‘Commons 


are single. “Some said, ‘We can’t eat 
that much food.’ I told them then, ‘Why 
not do it every other month?’ and some 
have.” 

The largest delivery he can remem- 
ber was a day when they had to have 
two trucks to haul back all of the food 
needed to take care of 59 orders. 

Because almost everything is done 
on a volunteer basis, and since the pro- 
gram is able to buy its food in bulk and 


has volunteers to take care of the pack 
aging, World SHARE is able to charge 
much less for its food, But the organi 
zation does not wish to be thought of as 
a charity, because everyone involved 
must pay for the groceries and work 
for their community 

SHARE has absolutely no restrie 
tions on who may take part in their 
program, 

The order turn-in day for this month 
was July 18 and between then and the 
distribution day on July 25, two hours 
of community service must be per 
formed. Details were explained on July 
13 for those interested. The $18 was 
turned in on July 13. 

Mr. Spangenberger fulfills his com 
munity service by taking care of distri 
bution, but one may fulfill their obliga 
tion by doing anything that benefits 
the community and for which they are 
not paid. 

“They do the drop-in at the Senior 
Center. A lot of them work for St. 
Augustine’s,” Mr. Spangenberger said 
of his fellow Andover SHARE mem- 
bers. “These people do all kinds of 
work at different places.” 

Mary Byrne, executive director of 
the Andover Council on Aging and the 
Senior Center, said that one member 
volunteers her time at Old Town Hall 
to help there with food distribution. 

Mr. Spangenberger said that SHARE 
started when “a deacon from the Unit- 
ed States went over to India.” 

“Mother Theresa told him, ‘You 
have enough poor people in the United 
States. Go back.’ ” 

According to Mr. Spangenberger, 
the deacon then went back to Califor- 
nia and started the organization, 

According to its materials, SHARE 
has more than just the goal of provid- 
ing more substantial nutrition by dou- 
bling individuals’ food purchasing 
power. By having people heip one 
another and do charitable works, 
SHARE officials hope to bring people 
closer together, 

“The ones who have joined in with 
the SHARE have become closer,” said 
Mr. Spangenberger. 

So a not-for-profit company is profit- 
ing many, both in and ouiside of this 
community,

Jodi D’Urso, spokeswoman 
for the state DPW, said Tuesday that 
even the $35 patrolmen’s rate may be 
the highest in the state. 

“If not the highest, it’s one of the 
highest,” Ms. D’Urso said. 

Wellesley and Lexington, two towns 
often compared to Andover, pay hourly 
rates of $26.50 and $25.85 respectively 
for details, regardless of rank. Locally, 
Wilmington pays a flat rate of $22 an 
hour, North Andover $25 and Boxford 
$22.40. 

The new detail rates were listed in a 
July 1 memo mailed to town vendors 
from Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
and Police Chief James Johnson. 

Detail jobs range from controlling 
traffic at road construction sites to pro- 
viding security for football games or 
town meeting. Most common users are 
the utilities, such as Massachusetts 
Electric, New England Telephone and 
Bay State Gas, and the state and town 
public works crews. 

Why it’s so high 

The rates are high because detail 
pay has traditionally been used as a 
bargaining chip in contract negotia- 
tions as a way to keep down the cost of 
salaries and other benefits. according 
to Chief Johnson. 

“It’s always been a factor in negotia- 
tions in the 25 years I’ve been here,” 
the chief said. 

Since most detail pay comes from 
private companies, it has been easier 
for town managers to hike detail rates 
rather than give out raises or other 
benefits. 

“The managers just looked at it as 
an easier way to settle the contract.” 
the chief said. 

Comparing departments’ detail 
rates is like comparing apples and 
oranges, the chief said. He said a fair 
analysis would have to compare at 
least 40 items of negotiation, including 
benefits, to put the rates in perspec 
tive. If that were done, Andover would 
probably not come out so high on the 
list, the chief said, 

Twenty years ago the town used to 
fill all shifts 100 percent, according to 
the chief, and officers had more work 


than they wanted, 

“You didn't have to look for road 
money,” the chief said. 

“In 1979, the detail was $10 an hour. 
It was a flat rate,” Chief Johnson said. 

Slowly the town stopped filling the 
shifts, the chief said, and the road 
details have increased, 

“And unfortunately, they blame the 
patrolmen,” the chief said. 

Sgt. Thomas Siopes, former patrol- 
men’s union president who helped 
negotiate the latest contract, said dur- 
ing negotiations that road jobs keep 
officers from seeking a higher base 
pay. 

“Tt works out to everybody's advan- 
tage, both the employee and the 
employer... at no cost to the town,” Mr. 
Siopes said, 

But while residents may not ante up 
for detail pay with their taxes, they do 
pay for it in their utility bills, where 
detail costs are passed on to the 
customer, 


How it’s figured 

The patrolmen’s rate of $35 an hour 
is a flat rate provided for in the latest 
contract, 

The rate used to be 1.5 times the 
highest paid patrolman’s hourly rate, 
but that was renegotiated by the town 
manager in the latest contract, accord: 
ing to Chief Johnson. 


The chief considers the flat rate a 
move back away from using detail pay 
to settle contracts, 

Lieutenants and sergeants are still 
paid 1.5 times their rank’s highest paid 
hourly rate as of 1990, when their last 
contracts were signed, 

The differential between ranks may 
soon change, however, according to the 
memo from the town manager and 
police chief, 

“Lieutenants and sergeants are 
negotiating with the town and their 
rate may drop to $35 per hour in the 
near future,” the memo said. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
Monday that the sergeants and lieu- 
tenant rates were not negotiated by the 
current town manayer, and that those 
rates would probably soon be reduced 
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Officers are paid a four-hour mini- 
mum for details and eight hours if the 
detail exceeds four hours. Any detail 
that starts in the morning and goes 
past noon is paid a minimum of eight 
hours and any time over eight hours 
per detail is paid at 1.5 times the 
hourly rate. The rate for holidays is 2.5 
times the regular detail rate. 

Patrolmen signed a contract on 
June 30 after working three years with- 
out one. The contract only covered the 
three-year period from July 1, 1989 
through June 30, 1992. Like lieutenants 
and sergeants, patrolmen are also back 
negotiating a new contract. 


How it compares 

The Massachusetts DPW this spring 
submitted a bill to the Legislature that 
would allow non-police to be used as 
flag persons at some construction sites, 
The bill has since been “put into 
study” by the joint House/Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, which proba- 
bly means it’s dead for now. 

But along with the average rates for 
State and local police, the study found 
that the four-hour minimum, mandato- 
ry overtime after eight hours, and pay- 
ing a higher rate to an officer in a 
supervisory capacity were common in 
many departments in the state. 

In its own survey, the Townsman 
found that Wellesley also pays in 
blocks of four hours, but does not 
increase the $26.50 rate for holidays or 
for supervisors on a job. It does pay 1.5 
times the rate, $39.75, for strike duty. 

Lexington pays the same $25.85 rate 
for all officers unless one.is in com- 
mand at a site, such as at a recent car 
nival in that town. In those cases, the 
sergeant or lieutenant is paid 1.5 times 
his own rate of pay, or about 15 percent 
higher. Holidays are paid at double the 
detail rate. 

Wilmington pays 1.5 times its $22 
rate for holidays and overtime, and 
does not pay a higher rate to ranking 
officers. North Andover pays 1.5 times 
its $25 rate for Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays, and strike details are paid at 
$40 an hour. Boxford has no increase in 
its $22.40 detail rate for overtime, holi- 
days or different ranks, 


Who gets it 

Andover police officers earned 
$428,903 in detail pay last year, calen- 
dar year 1991. Firefighters and auxil- 
iary officers, filling in for police, 


earned another $34,024 for a total of 


$462,927. 

Only three of the 57 active duty, reg- 
ular police officers did not work any 
details last year: Lt. Richard Enos, Lt. 
John Houlihan and Sgt. Barbara Con- 
nolly. 

Of the other 54, the five who earned 
the most detail pay were Patrolman 
Randall J. Peterson, who earned 
$24,597; Lt. Arthur Ricci, $21,642: 
Patrolman Joseph Hastings III, $19,037; 
Lt. Steven Avery, $18,682; and Patrol- 
man William Wallace, $17,335. 

The detail pay helped put two offi- 
cers’ incomes over $100,000, Lt. Avery 
also earned $20,447 in overtime and a 
salary of $64,962 for a total pay of 
$104,092 last year, Lt. Ricci earned 
$22,220 in overtime pay and his $59,624 
salary for a total pay of $103,489, 

Where and when details are needed 
is stipulated in the police contracts, 
which even specify which streets need 
an officer and which ones don’t, 
according to Chief Johnson, Utilities 
or other contractors do not have the 
option of using police officers from oth- 
er towns, and must pay Andover’s rate 
if they want to work in town, the chief 
said, 


Administrative fee 

The state allows towns to charge an 
administrative fee for handling the 
paperwork and issuing the pay checks 
for detail work, but Andover currently 
does not take advantage of that law. 

A small percentage of Andover’s 
detail jobs are for town DPW projects 
or other town functions, But even if 
only 75 percent of Andover's $462,927 in 
detail pay was billed out, a 10 percent 
administrative charge would bring in 
approximately $34,720 in revenue. 


Lexington bills out a 10 percent 
administrative fee on top of the detail 
pay. Wilmington, North Andover, 
North Reading and Boxford also all 
charge the 10 percent, Wellesley does 


to match the patrolmen’s $35 rate. not charge a fee.

Want some help interviewing for a job?

About a year ago, when we were 
inter- 
viewing 
for a posi- 
tion at 
these 
Towns- 
man, we 
went 
through 
more 
than 300 
resumes, 
about three dozen phone interviews 
and maybe a dozen in-person inter- 
views, 

At the time, I took some notes 
because I think I have something to 


say to people who are out searching 
for jobs, especially those fresh out of 
school who may be interviewing for 
their first serious job. I have been 
hiring people for about a dozen 
years and I’ve seen all styles of 


resumes and interviews. 


So here’s some advice on getting 
a job: 

* Spell everything correctly in 
your resume, cover letter and on 
your envelope. And do include a 
cover letter. I’ve had resumes stuck 
in an envelope and that's it. I've had 
my name (Terry, Jerry, Caitlin, you 
name it, it has been there) or the 
newspaper’s name (Townsmen) 
spelled incorrectly. When you have 
scores of resumes, you judge them 


quickly and throw out those whose 
authors didn’t take the time to get it 
right. 

* Do some research. I've had peo- 
ple come in here for an interview 
who didn’t even read the paper, or 
who don’t know we're a weekly, or 
don't have a clue about anything. 
Arrive early, go buy the paper (or 
whatever research you need to do to 
let the person hiring know that you 
care enough to do your homework), 
read it and be prepared to ask some 
questions and make comments. 

* Dress properly. That means no 
shorts, T-shirts, dirty clothes or 
running shoes. Wear a necktie,

She favors hiring 
asst. supt. 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have been following in the Towns. 
man the discussion about the hiring of 
an assistant superintendent and I have 
some thoughts about this issue based 
on my involvement this past year with 
West Middle School, Perhaps these 
points have been raised during School 
Committee meetings.. If so, | apologize 
for the repetition. If not, I'm glad I’ve 
taken the time to write, 

1, It seems reasonable to me that a 
system the size of Andover’s should 
have an assistant superintendent, espe 
cially with the challenges ahead of 
additional/renovated space needs and 
curriculum review. Although it is pos- 
sible for an assistant superintendent's 
work to be done by persons other than 
an assistant superintendent, it seems 
logical to assume something could be 
gained by hiring someone experienced 
enough to be an assistant superinten- 
dent to do it. 

If filling the position of assistant 
superintendent would seem to make 
the administrative level top heavy, as 
some seem to feel, doing without the 
level of expertise of an assistant super- 
intendent does not seem to be the 
answer. If necessary, reconsidering 
some of the other administrative posi- 
tions comes to mind as an alternative. 

2. It has not been completely clear 
from the coverage in the paper what 
qualifications/expertise are being 
looked for in the new assistant superin- 
fendent. It would seem to make sense 
to try to complement, build on, round 
out, etc, the strengths and expertise 


already existing in the superinten 
dent's office and to look for 
expertise/experience to provide addi- 
tional help with what we specifically 
know to be ahead of us in the immedi- 
ate future. 

For these reasons, I would argue for 
finding an assistant superintendent 
strongest ‘in the area of finances/man- 


agement. It is a commonly held belief 


that education is primarily about cur- 
riculum, but how to deliver the cur- 
riculum well within a specific budget 
is equally as important, Buildings, bud- 
gets, scheduling and redistricting were 
a major focus this year as they will 
continue to be as the superintendent's 
office deals with additions/renovations 
at every level, continued concerns 


about state funding and the impact of 


proposed new legislation and the need 
for increased local financial support. | 
believe that the townspeople will be 
supportive of the schools to the extent 
that they believe the system is well 
managed and delivering a quality edu- 
cation. 

The reality and perception of “well- 
managed” would only be strengthened 
by the hiring of an assistant superin- 
tendent with finances/management 
expertise: This person would be able to 
supervise the additions/renovations 
process, being on-line a management- 
oriented financial/accounting system 
that the Finance Task Force has been 
charged to look into, and in general 
provide an enhanced “numbers” exper- 
tise so vital to good decision making, 
The reality and perception of “quality 
education” would be strengthened by 
providing the superintendent with the 
enhanced finances/management back- 
up to free him to focus on goals, direc- 
tion, curriculum, community involve. 
ment and support — important leader- 


ship areas Dr. McQuillan should be 
allowed more time to focus on. 


3. Although T have no idea what an 
assistant superintendent is considered 


to be in terms of contract coverage, if 


at all possible, | would urge the School 
Committee to avoid offering any 
tenure-tract contract or contract longer 
than a three-year commitment. The 
school system must have expertise and 
performance for its dollars, especially 
as tight as those dollars are today. The 
system needs this kind of contract flex: 
ibility to be able to assure excellence 
on a continuing basis,

* Be prepared to sell yourself, A 
year or so ago when we were inter 
Viewing a young man who had just 
graduated from college, we asked him 
what was the best story on campus 
during the three years he wrote for 
the school newspaper. He really 
couldn't answer the question. Just 
routine, is about what he said, Unfor- 
tunately for him, my daughter had 
been at the same college as he and her 
freshman year there were three or 
four rapes on campus. We asked him 
about that story. Still, he. lacked spirit 
for an obviously major story, 

* If you don’t have something spe- 
cial about yourself to discuss in an 
interview, then hunker down and fig: 
ure out why; then do something about 
it. An example? Well, let’s say you 
want to write for the Townsman. But 
you don’t have too much experience at 
reporting. Study the paper for a few 
weeks and try to understand the con- 


struction of a story. Then interview 
your family members about meal time 
in the house. Write the short story and 
bring it in during your interview. 
Show creativity and initiative. Show 
you care. Bring a list of story ideas to 
the interview, 

When I interviewed for my job at 
the Townsman, I had read several 
back issues. In fact, | marked up the 
most recent issue and brought it to the 
interview with me, I had written ques- 
tions and suggestions in the margins. 
I wasn’t sure if I would show the copy 
{o my interviewers, and in fact, I nev- 
er did, but it was there in my brief- 
case, in case I though it appropriate. 
And by reading the paper so thorough- 
ly, I was able to talk intelligently 
about the company’s product. 

* Get some experience, Volunteer to 
organize your hall at college to recy- 
cle, Put together a block party in your 
neighborhood. Take your dog to the 
local nursing home for visits. Call the 
hospital in your area and ask what 
you could do as a volunteer, To be 


alive in an interview, you have to be 
alive in your life. And besides, you’ve 
nothing to lose: It’s good to be alive 
and to be excited about a project in 
which you are involved. 

‘ If you are older and have some 
experience, think about how to cus- 
tomize yourself for the type of work 
you are applying for. Show drive, 
energy. A couple of years ago a wom- 
an came into my office when IT was 
looking for a reporter. “I’ve never 
worked for a newspaper, but I’ll work 
for no pay until I learn the job and am 
useful to you,” She didn’t get the job, 
but she made me listen. I was interest- 


ed, 


+ Flatter your interviewer without 
being dishonest or fake. “I’ve been 
reading your newspaper and I like it, 
and I would love to work for you,” one 
person told me. That’s good to hear. 

* Be confident, but don’t be obnox- 
ious about your abilities. Once, when 
we advertised for a position, the word 
“grammar” in the ad was spelled 
incorrectly. One person wrote and 


said, “Obviously you need me; you 
can't spell ‘grammar.’ ” Another who 
noticed the mistake wrote, “I saw your 
ad and thought it must be a test that 
‘grammar’ was spelled incorrectly.” I 
liked the latter attitude. And in fact 
that person was correct — the newspa- 
per taking the ad by phone spelled the 
word incorrectly; we knew how to 
spell it. 


* Follow the rules. If the ad says no 
phone calls, don’t call. 

* Keep it short. Very young people 
seem to have two-page resumes when 
more experienced people often are 
able to condense it to a page. When 
you're reading hundreds of resumes, 
someone who knows how to be concise 
is an asset. 

* And last, have fun. I know, if 
you're out of work and worried, it’s 
difficult to be upbeat. But if you smile 
during an interview and look the 
interviewer in the eye, and enjoy 
yourself, you’ll make a better impres- 
sion.

connection to the program is deep rooted. 

Mr. Eccles, one of AD’s founders, is semi- 
retired from the PA math department. He 
not only teaches ADI classes in the sum- 
mer, he also runs the program during the 
winter, making trips to cities to recruit edu:

Bonnie and Fred Warren are living 
in a castle at 303 Pleasant St., North 
Andover. Mrs. Warren has always 
been fascinated with castles and 
dreamed of living in one some day. Mr. 
Warren is building that imaginary cas- 
tle for her and their daughter, Rachel, 
age 8. 

“Bonnie has the vision and I make 
the vision a reality, ” said Mr. Warren. 

The Warrens bought the property 
next door to Mrs. Warren's parents’ 
house. Mrs. Warren grew up in North 
Andover and wanted to stay. They 
lived on her parents’ property ina 
chicken coop with only two rooms 
while the neighboring lot was prepared 
for building. A kitchen and a bedroom 
gave very little living space but the 
Warrens were used to being inventive 
spacesavers. 


This frieze and others like it are 
on brick walls that surround the 
house. 


Mr. Warren did the electrical wiring 
in the chicken coop and strengthened 
the building supports. He installed the 
plumbing and heating system (wood 
stove) to equip the building for them to 
set up housekeeping while they 
worked on their castle. 

Mr. Warren works in Boston for the 
Boston Architectural Center. He gradu- 
ated from Wentworth Institute in the 
1960s. He worked with quality control 
for the construction of the Rockingham 
Mall in New Hampshire. He designs 
shopping malls and subway stations, 
schools and hospitals. His interest cen- 
ters on the technical aspects of con- 
struction, 

“T am a builder,” said Mr. Warren. 
“The castle is a combination of Frank 
Lloyd Wright and Henry Hobson 
Richardson’s designs. Richardson 
designed Trinity Church in Boston, the 
Boston Public Library and train sta- 
tion. These buildings are called 
Richardson Romanesque Revival.” 

The Frank-Lloyd-Wright influence 
is evident with all the space saving 
plans and use of sunlight, functional 
wall placement and the triangular 
shape of the stairwell. 

Mrs. Warren is an artist. Her artis- 
tic touch is reflected throughout the 
house. She sewed and designed the cur- 
tains and drapes, caned a small chair 
for her daughter’s room, made plush 
pillows for the living room sofa, and 


painted flowers on the kitchen titles. 

Mr. Warren included a studio for his 
wife’s talents. Like many of the space- 
saver designs, the studio is in the attic 
with a ceiling pull-down ladder. The 
attic is a sewing center for Mrs. War- 
ren’s fabric dolls, which she sells in the 
Andover Uptown Gallery and in 
Provincetown on the Cape. 

“We think we can do anything,” said 
Mrs. Warren. “We tell Rachel she can 
do whatever she tries to do.” 

The Warrens support and encourage 
each other. The castle is a home where 
their special interests are nourished 
and can be realized. Mr. Warren want- 
ed his daughter to be involved with the 
project. He taught her to paint, plaster, 
sand and generally help when her 
room was in the drywall stage of con- 
struction. This room has a beautiful 
large skylight window and the bed is 
built into the wall to conserve space 
with storage under the bed for games . 

The master bedroom is on the sec- 
ond floor. The bedframe has a canopy 
built on to the ceiling with fabric 
attached and hanging as a drape on the 
sides. 

“Metro Woodworking of Boston was 
the supplier for the custom-size canopy 
and bed frame,” said Mr. Warren. “The 
bureau and other storage furniture is 
from Metro Woodworking, also. I plan 
to build a balcony off the master bed- 
room, but that will be built later.” 

One of the second-floor bathroom’s 
space-saving features is an eyebrow 
window for sunlight and symmetry. 
The window frame is from Jackson 
Millwork in New Hampshire. 

“A cupola has already been built but 
access to this area and the interior 
walls are unfinished,” said Mr. War- 
ren. “This space will become a reading 
room and observatory on the second 
floor.” 


Instead of using a standard wooden 
floor in the living room, dining room 
and kitchen, Mr.Warren poured a con- 
crete slab subfloor and then laid slate 
on top of the concrete. It is a radiant 
floor with tubes under the slate for a 
hot-water heating system connected to 
a gas furnace. This type of flooring is 
low tech and easily cleaned with a 
damp mop, he said. 

The living room has an unusual 
wood stove that was made in Scotland. 
The stove has myca doors. Myca is a 
natural mineral used to reflect the heat 
from the fire. When the stove is hot, the 
myca is transparent and the fire visi- 
ble; but when the stove is cold the 
myca is an opaque blue color and very 
decorative. The furnishings in the liv- 
ing room are antiques from bargain 
hunting trips and Oriental tables are 
used for storage and display surfaces. 

“The living room has an inside-out- 
side look,” said Mrs. Warrren. The 
windows are floor-to-ceiling on the

very open and airy living room. 


south side facing Kittredge Hill, a his- 
torical property held by the Kittredge 
family for many generations.

This garden will have a view. The 


view of Kittredge Hill is very impor- 
tant to Mr. and Mrs. Warren. When 
they were married they exchanged 
their vows on “the hill” and had “the 
hill” engraved on their wedding bands. 

“The house faces south to the hill 
and turns its back on cold weather 
from the north,” said Mr. Warren. 
“Space and personalities always inter- 
ested me — how you interact in a partic- 
ular space and what makes you happy 
in a particular place.” 

Mr. Warren‘s favorite space is the 
living room where everything is easy 
to reach and where Mrs. Warren is

Major Little League teams 
look for a win worth savoring

If either Andover Major Little League (11-12 
years) All-Star team wins the District 14 Tourna- 
ment this year it will be an accomplishment 
worth savoring for a long time. 

Both the three-time defending champion And- 
over Americans, and the Andover Nationals who 
ruled the roost from 1986-88, put themselves in the 
worst possible position by losing their openers in 
the double-elimination tourney. 

The Americans were edged 4-2 by Chelmsford 
Lupien and the Nationals were whitewashed 5-0 
by Haverhill. 

That left both with the formidable task of try- 
ing to climb out of the loser’s bracket, with the 
Americans needing nine straight wins and the 
Nationals eight to capture the crown in the state's 
largest district (17 teams). 

Andover American remained alive through the 
weekend with rebounding wins over Lawrence 
Tower Hill (8-3) and Tewksbury American (4-2), 
while Andover National edged Lawrence Prospect 
Hill 5-4 to begin its uphill climb. 

Both teams were scheduled to play another los- 
er’s bracket game last Tuesday night, and if both 
won it sets up a rare intra-town showdown for 
survival tomorrew evening (5:45 p.m., Chandler 
Road Field).

“There is definitely a (winning) tradition that 
this American team is expected to live up to,” said 
Manager Jim Sandison.

off during the first three weeks of practices and 
games, 

“This team is much different than last year's. 
The ‘91 team rolled through the district by scoring 
as lot of runs (68 in five games), while we didn’t hit 
the way I thought we could in the first three 
games, 

“Our pitchers have done a great job, and except 
for the one bad inning against Chelmsford Lupien 
the defense has been tight,” noted Sandison. 

“We're also a quick team. We've stolen a lot of 
bases, moved people around and tried to create 
some problems for opposing defenses.”

ed if they don’t get out of the classroom 
and interact with other math educa- 
tors and refresh their skills. 

“IT learned so much from the pro- 
gram last year and it helped build a lot 
of confidence in my ability to teach 
math. The first week was a little intim 
idating, but after my first week (last 
year) I finally was able to say, ‘Now I 
see,’ and I see a lot of that with the 
teachers I tutor this summer. After the 
first week they begin to get it,” she 
said. 

Ms. Collins, who is an African 
American, believes there should be 
more African-American males teach- 
ing, especially in inner cities.
